But then 1s this ſinne aggravated cſpe- 
cially, when men hate and reje& the Word, and perſecute the Miniſters thereof. 
Firſt , becauſe it condemnes their beloved ſinnes , as Moſes did the tyranny ane 
covetouſneſſe of Pharaoh, whictrhardned his heart , made him hate his Prophets, 
and perſecute Gods people withhis Army. Thus did Herodias hate John Bap- 
tt, for reproving Herods inceſt, Afar.6.19. Ahab, for that Eliah reproved his - 
ſine, hated him, 1 King. 21.20. and Jezabel ſonght his life. Chriſt was perſe- 
cuted by the Scribes and Phariſces for opening their vices, and telling them the 
wrath, /oþ,$.37.40. Or ſecondly, becanſe the word preached hinders them in 
their pleaſures, profits, honours, as the doArine of St. Paul did the falſe Apoftles 
and teachers, Phil.3 19. Thus Demetrius for his gaineraiſcth an uproar againſt 
St. Paul, Chrift; and the miſtris of the Damoſell, that had the ſpirit of Pithon, 
vhen they faw that the hope of their gaine was gone, then they blaſphemed the 
lotrine of the Goſpdl, and perſecuted'Paul and Silas, <A: 16 19. The Pro- 
phet that cryed againſt the Altar of Bethell ( which Jereboam for to ſecure his 
nor had reared) is preſently commanded to be laid hold on, 1 Kings 1 2.26.and 
13-4.

For, as a reverend Divine well obſerves, [Newcomens Sermos on Novemb.s. be- 
fore the honourable Houſe of Commons, 1 643. two Sermons in a day,w3s the for- 
bidden fruit, and ſo was alſo catechiſing out of the road-way ; and to go toano- 
ther parifh, to heare a Sermon, (though none, or worſe then none, ar lioie) was 
a placular offence : By reaſon whereof, the communalty, moft of them, were 
carelefle of the truth, and neverlaboured to know the power of godlineſſe, and 
ſo wretchedly and ſecurely periſhed,for want of knowledge, Hef. 4. 6. For,tobe 
baptized in infancy, to anſwer the Miniſter (though by rote) to the Catechiſme 
enjoyned, in childhood ; to be confirmed by the Bifhop, in youth, and when come 
to manhood, to pay the Miniſter his tithes,and offerings ; twice a Sunday to.come 
with the aſſembly t@ heare theſe prayers, and perhaps, once a moneth to heare a 
Sermon, and now and then an Homily, and to receive the Sacrament twice, ot 
thrice a yeer, this man was accounted for a good Proteſtant ; and yet many thou- 
lands there are, that de not, or at leaſt cannot ſay ſo much, yer theſe men muſt 
paſſe for true Chriſtians, and be buried, with (in ſure and cerrair: hope of gſur- 
rection to eternal life, ) although they were all their life-time ignorant, both of 
their naturall eſtate, and of thenature arid puniſhment of fin, though they never 
knew what it-was, ſeriouſly to examine, confefſe,and heartily to bewail their fins, 
though they were ſtrangers to the covenant of Grace,never felt the Joyes of Gods 
Spirit, nor labonred after the affurance of their eleftion, vocation, nor ſtrived af- 
cr inward ſandtificatien, nor endeavoured to keep a conſcience, voyd of offence, 
wow God _ man.

To cloſe up all,if then this book be made no better then an Idoll by many, where 
by the vulgar are lull'd afleepin ignorance and ſuperſtition, in ſecurity, and luke- 
warmnefle ; if thereby Gods ordinance he hindred, juſtled out, or at leaſt ſhore- 
ned, negleed, and his Word made of none cffe& by this tradition, if it be bar- 
denſome and injurious to the painkull Miniſters of Chriſt, and hath many nnpro- 
fitable, ſuperſtitions, and ſcandalous ceremonies in it, (which hath occaſioned 
much nitſchief, as in hindring the Miniſters from the duc execution of their of- 
fice, in being a meanes to raiſe perſecution againſt them, whereby they have becn 
diſpoſſeſſed of their livelihoods, and liberties; alfe being an offence to the godly, 
both at home and abroad,and'a fumbling block to the Papiſts, hardening them ja
